NEW man sits behind 
A or of the most im-

in London, Sir Ivone 
Kirkpatrick, after a distin- 
yuished career in the 
Foreign Service, succeeded 
Sir William Strang as Per- 
manent Under-Secretary at 
the Fereign Office. 


In theory, British foreign 
policy is controlled by the 
Foroign Seeretary and the 
Cabinet—that js, by poli- 
ticlans responsible to Partia- 
ment and hence to the na- 
tion. But theory and prac- 
tice under the British Con- 
stitution seldom, corres- 
pond. For 100 years past, 
effective power has lain in 
the hands not of the Secre- 
darbes of State who 
possesss its outward 4trap- 
pings, but of their silent, 
uncbtrusive, conscientious, 
hard working subordinates. 
What are the reasons for 
this change? 

It began in the middle of the 
Jast century shortly after the 
smissal of — Lord Palmerston 
who was the greatest British 
statesman ever lo be Foreuin 
Secretary, 

He was immensely know- 
ledycable, very industrious, and 
hod years of experience, He 
kept all the strings of power In 
his own bands, But his fm- 
niediate successors = were, 
comparison, nonenthes, 
none of them held office 
yery long.
